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GREAT GOD OF LOVE: HOW GOD 
COMES TO US IN OUR SEARCHING 
AND LONGING. Margaret and Erling 
Wold. Augsberg. 1987. 126p. $6.95 pb. 

231.6 GOD-LOVE 

Authored by two professors at Califor- 
nia Lutheran University, this inspiring 
and helpful little book deals with the 
universal need and longing for love and 
with our efforts to find that love and re- 
spond to it. 

In the first chapter, Erling describes 
his boyhood anguish of unrequited 
love—love that, no matter how hard he 
tried to please his father, was never re- 
turned, and the boy felt rejected. 

Marge, too, describes a time when she 
experienced that “same aching empti- 
ness.” It was at a spiritual retreat when, 
in her capacity as leader, she noticed that 
her thirty “retreatants” were too tense 
and work weary to escape their inhibi- 
tions. Marge’s solution was to pass out 
chunks of modeling clay to each of the 
thirty to ‘work off their ‘tie ups’ in a soli- 
tary spot. Marge followed suit and dis- 
covered that, subconsciously, she had 
formed a ball of clay having a hole in the 
center. She attempted to fill the void, and 
to all appearances the ball was now per- 
fect, but beneath the surface the cavity 
was still there. She now concluded that 
the ball represented people who from the 
outside appear perfect, but within con- 
tain a void which can be filled only with 
God. Sensing that void, many people try 
to fill it, but fill it with things that fail to 
satisfy—work, partying, the search for 
fun, drinking, eating, haunting shopping 
malls, etc. 

As for the “retreatants” who returned 
to the meeting room to display their clay 
creations, they were now relaxed suffi- 
ciently to discuss their problems. What is 
more, each revelation of failure and 
unhappiness aroused loving responses 
from the other members of the group. 

In the remaining chapters the authors 
emphasize the availability of God’s love, 
as revealed in Jesus, to enter that void in 
one’s life. The result? No longer should 
one give way to feelings of loneliness. Yet 
passively accepting God’s love isn't 
enough. In chapters entitled “Falling in 
Love,” “Forgiveness, the Gift of Love.” 
“Response to Love,” “The Beloved Com- 
munity,” and “Love’s Connection,” the 
book provides illustrations showing how 
in Scripture and in the modern world re- 


cipients of God's love have responded to 
it by loving Him and their fellow crea- 
tures. 

I would strongly recommend this book 
to all church libraries.

Covering some of the most controver- 
sial issues in medical ethics, this docu- 
ment will prove invaluable to profession- 
als in the health care field, as well as to 
families and patients themselves faced 
with difficult choices in times of health 
crisis. 

The difficult decision-making process 
is forthrightly discussed, followed by 
modalities for treatment with guidelines 
for various options available. The guide- 
lines address a variety of treatment set- 
tings, giving consideration to patients 
who are in various stages of decision- 
making in their capacity to enter into 
choices for their treatment. 

Insight is presented regarding special 
problems: terminating treatment, with- 
holding and withdrawing treatment, vol- 
untary euthanasia, age as a factor in 
making decisions, accommodating reli- 
gious values and beliefs. 

A list of selected legal authorities and 
contributors and their affiliations, along 
with a glossary, bibliography, and an in- 
dex enhance this timely, most worth- 
while contribution to today’s needs in 
the health care field for the terminally ill. 

Of particular interest is the Appendix 
which reviews Dissents to Specific Sec- 
tions of the Guidelines by members of 
the project. 

Because the problem of the critically 
ill is widespread and serious, knowing 
no boundaries of race, religion, sex, or fi- 
nancial status, this material merits broad
